5 CURRENT REPORT 


Officials Said to Want to 
Still Criticism. Over 
Haynes’ Dismissal. 


DRY LEADERS STATE 
STAND AT MEETING 


Remind Coolidge and Mellon 
of Understanding New Chief 
Is to Have Free Rein. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 

Neither the Cholidge administration 
nor the executive committee of the 
Antisaloon league, in session here, yes- 
terday placed all of its cards on the 
table in the struggle going on over 
control of prohibition enforcement. 

With Roy A. Haynes, acting prohi- 
bition commissioner, definitely out. of 
the picture, according to his own ac- 
knowledgment made _ to personal 
friends, Treasury officials and dry lead- 
ers both avoided a final showdown. 

Announcement of Haynes’ successor 
was delayed while agents of the ad- 
ministration sought to obtain from dry 
leaders an expression of opinion on 
some of the men being considered for 
the commissionership. 


League Wants Sympathetic Men. 


The executive committee of the Anti- 
saloon league at an all-day session re- 
fused to commit itself on personali- 
ties. Instead, the prohibition leaders 
made public a resolution demanding 
the appointment of a sympathetic, 
capable and experienced man, and in- 
sisting that in accerdance with a pre- 
vious understanding the commissioner 
be given free rein, and not be limited, 
as the administration has interpreted 
the new law, to carrying out policy 
as dictated by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

The surprise development of the day 
was the circumstantial report, which 
the men involved would neither con- 
firm nor deny, that Gen. Lincoln C. 
Andrews would accompany Haynes out 
of office, on the plea that ke had ac- 
complished through the completion of 
reorganization what he had entered the 
government service to do. As an ac- 
counting of his stewardship, Gen An- 
drews is said to have prepared a state- 
ment reviewing his conduct in office 
to be made public as soon as the 
changes in personnel are announced. 

An explanation of the dual skake-up 
obtained from administration quarters 
was that Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary 
of the Treasury, not only had been dis- 
turbed by the evidences of continual 
friction between Haynes and Andrews, 
but that it was felt also that the with- 
drawal of Andrews might still some of 
the criticism likely to follow the dis- 
missal of Haynes. 

Study Prohibition Enforcement, 

Consideration of the problem of pro- 
hibition enforcement occupied virtually 
the entire day of the Antisaloon league 
executive committee meeting and pre- 
vented any discussion, it was said last 
night, of the position to be taken by 
this faction of the drys in respect to 
presidential candidates. The policy of 
opposition to be adopted against Gov. 
Smith, Gov. Ritchie, Senator Reed and 
Nicholas Murray Butler will be dis- 
cussed by the league today. 

It was late in the day before any-

upon by the Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Undersecretary in charge of 
prohibition and customs. 

The text of the resolution, which the 
league executive committee ordered to 
be sent to President Coolidge and Sec- 
retary Mellon, follows: 

“That the committee reaffirm the 
policy heretofore stated, urging the ap- 
pointment of a commissioner of prohi- 
bition who is in sympathy with the 
law he will, be called upon, to enforce;

New Orleans, La., May 19 (By A. P.). 
The extent of.the flood waters sweep- 
ing down. the Atchafalaya basin to the 
gulf of Mexico was deemed so great to- 
night that the weather. bureau at New 
Orleans issued a warning to the in- 
habitants of St. Martinsville that the 
lake would probably enter that town 
between May 25 and 30. 

St. Martinsville,. approximately 15 
miles south of the breaks along Bayou 
des Glaises and on the western extrem- 
ity of the 25-mile-wide path being cut 
by the waters down the Atchafalaya 
basin, previously had been regarded as 
safe from the flood. . 

The outflow from the crevasses along 
Bayou des Glaises and at Melville on 
the Atchafalaya was estimated at 500,- 
000 cubic feet of water a second, which, 
the weather bureau said, would carry 
an average depth of eight feet above 
the rails of the Southern Pacifio branch 
line between the Lafayette, highlands 
and the Atchafalaya river and overflow 
the lowlands behind Bayou Teche down 
to and around St. Martinsville, 

Already the flood had spread far 
down the valley from the crevasses, 


BELIEVES DOUBT CREATED 


(By the Associated Press.) 

In line with policies adopted at the 
Detroit convention, the executive coun- 
cil of the American Federation of Labor 
yesterday sent to Gov. Fuller of Massa- 
chusetts, an appeal for a “rigid and 
thorough investigation” of the Sacco- 
Vanzetti cases. 

Although asserting that the political 
theories of the two condemned men 
were not in accord with the trade- 
union philosophy of the federation, and 
that it, as a body, entertained no 
opinion concerning their guilt or inno- 
cence, the appeal stated that “enough 
of doubt has been created” to cause the 
federation to believe an investigation 
should be made. 

“The social order demands,” the docu- 
ment read, “that even-handed justice 
be accorded to every one charged with 
the commission of a crime. The suc- 
cess of the judicial branch of our gov- 
ernment and the preservation of our 
government depends upon.a fair trial 
in a fair and unprejudiced court by a 
jury of our peers. 

“In the interest of justice, the execu- 
tive council: of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor appeals to Gov. Fuller of 
| Massachusetts, to institute a most rigid 
and thorough investigation of the Sacco 
and Vanzetti trial and conviction and 
the evidence offered in. connection 
therewith. 

“If said investigation confirms the 
doubt held by many people. regarding 
the guilt of Sacco and ‘Vanzetti, we 
would respectfully request that Gov. 
Fuller exercise the pardoning power 
conferred upon him by the laws of Mas- 
sachusetts.”

TWO:BALLOTS NEEDED 
IN CHOOSING LEADER 


Minneapolis to Be Next Con- 
vention City, Defeating 
Kansas City, Mo. 


Dr. William Sydney Thayer, of Balti- 
more, was elected president of the 
American Medical association yesterday, 
defeating Dr. William Gerry Morgan, of 
this city, by the narrow margin of four 
votes. 

The election, which was held at an 
afternoon session of the house of dele- 
gates in the District Medical association 
building, was a thrilling one. Three 
men were nominated—Dr. Thayer, Dr. 
Morgan and Dr. Philip Marvel,. jr., of 
New Jersey. 

On the first ballot the vote was: 
Thayer, 62; Morgan, 59, and Marvel, 14. 
Under the laws of the’ association; it 
takes a majority vote to elect; and the 
candidate having the lowest. number of 
votes must withdraw. Thus, on the 
second ballot, the choice lay between 
Dr. Thayer and Dr. Morgan. 

Dr. Thayer triumphed on this ballot, 
receiving 70 votes as against 66 for 
Dr. Morgan. However, he will not be 
installed as head of the great associg- 
tion of 94,000 physicians until the 1928 
convention. 


Will Meet in Minneapolis. 


Minneapolis was chosen as the con- 
vention city for 1928, having received 
a majority vote over Kansas City, Mo., 
and Portland, Oreg. 

In presenting the name of Dr. Mor- 
gan in the presidential election, Dr. P.

Drunkeness 


Measured 


By Tests at University 


Alcohol Absorbed by Body, Not Amount Drunk, De- 
termines Condition, Doctor Decides After Half 
Pint Fails to Inebriate “Subject.” 


The reason one man can drink more 
whisky than another is to some extent 
due to the fact that one man’s sys- 
tem absorbs less alcohol out of a given 


amount than that of another, it was 
indicated in a paper on “Drunkenness,” 
by Dr. Emil Bogen, of the University of 
Cincinnati, yesterday before the section 
on pathology and physiology of the 
American Medicine association. 

Dr. Bogen gave a new quantitative 
test for drunkenness, based on the 
amount of alcohol found in the breath 
or in the body of the subject. The 
standardization of the test was accom- 
plished through tests made on physi- 
cians and internes of the University of 
Cincinnati, who martyred themselves 
to drink measured amounts of liquor 
for the purpose. 

Although the tests did not reveal the 


amount imbibed, but only 
amount absorbed by the body, Dr. Bo- 
gen indicated that the measured 
amounts did not produce the same 
amounts of alcohol in the bodies of 
all the subjects. One physician drank 
half a pint of alcohol, and showed up 
only mildly intoxicated. 

According to the test, when the 
quantity of alcohol appearing is only 
one-tenth of 1 per cent, the person is 
still as dry as if he belonged to the 
Antisaloon league. However, between 
one-tenth and two-tenths the subject 
becomes “devilish,” between two-tenths 
and three-tenths “delinquent and dis- 
gusting,” between three-tenths 
four-tenths “dizzy and delirious,” and 
when more than four-tenths appears 
“dead drunk.” More than five-tenths, 
or one-half“of 1 per cent, is likely to 
cause death, Dr. Bogen said.

New Method of Treating 
Cancer Told at Session 


A new method of treating cancer by 
injecting colloidal or dissolved lead into 
the veins and applying X-rays was de- 
scribed by Dr. Francis Carter Wood, of 
New York, before the radiology section 
of the American .Medical association 
yesterday in Concordia church, 1920 G 
street northwest. . 

Although the latest development in 
the extensive search conducted by 
medical men to find a genuine remedy 
for cancer, the method, it was ex- 
plained, is only in the primary stage of 
experimentation and has not yet re- 
ceived the thorough sanction of medical 
science. 

Dr. Wood considered the method an 
improvement over either the colloidal 
lead or the X-rays used singly. It has 
been definitely demonstrated that the 
injection into the veins of colloidal 
lead makes cancer more sensitive to the 
X-rays, and therefore more tractable to 
treatment by them. 

Yet there are some other things to 

be taken into consideration. The in- 
travenous injection of colloidal lead 
must be made by one who thoroughly 
understands the process, else the pa- 
tient runs the risk of lead poisoning. 
- The method is not a cure for cancer, 
according to all present indications. It 
is merely a step forward toward a 
method which will some day prove a 
genuine and reliable remedy. 

Physicians point out that it is pos- 
sible to cure cancer by the method. Yet 
at the same time the cancer is cured or 
killed the emg also may be killed by

Malaria Fever Given 
To Fight Neurosyphilis 


Treatment of neurosyphilis by giving 
the patients malaria fever was described 
by Dr. Paul A. O'Leary, of the Mayo 
Clinic, Rochester, Minn., before the 
meeting of the dermatology section of 
the American Medical association yes- 
terday in the Washington hotel. 

Dr. O’Leary gave the results for third 
year observations of the 100 original 
patients given the malaria treatment. 
He declared half of the original hundred 
patients are now in “complete remis- 
sion,” whereas 18 per cent of them are 
in a stage of “partial remission.” By 
remission is meant the temporary 
diminution of a disease. 

Dr. O’Leary especially recommended 
treatment with malaria for cases of 
neurosyphilis which show early signs 
of paralysis. He declared that he had 
found the malaria treatment . better 
than any combinations of drugs or 
systems of therapy previously used for 
treating such cases. The malaria treat- 
ment is of great interest since it pre- 
sents the novelty of treating disease 
with disease, of treating a severe 
disease with one of milder nature.

FORMED AT LUNCHEON 
IN UNIVERSITY CLUB 


Calvary Baptist Church Pas- 
tor Named President of 
New Organization.

INDIANAPOLIS: DAMAGE 
MAY REACH $3,000,000 


Ample Warning Given by the 
Slow. Increase, of Wind 
’ Saved Lives, Is Belief. 


Peoria, Ill, May 19 (By A. P.).— 
Several emergency refugee camps to- 
night sheltered persons who lost their 
homes and belongings in a storm here 
Wednesday night which caused one 
death and injuries to others. 

Walter Mueller, son of the mayor, 
and whose engagement to Miss Corinne 
Schwab, of this city, was recently an- 
nounced, lost his life when a bridge 
over the Illinois river, upon which he 
was standing with a friend, collapsed. 
He could not swim and was carried 
away by the swollen waters. His friend 
swam to safety in the darkness. 

Property damage here, in East Peoria 
and Bartonville, suburbs, was estimated 
at $750,000. 

Water plants and power lines were 
disrupted in the storm. Store windows 
were blown in by the strong wind. Hail 
stones shattered windows in many 
homes and greenhouses. 


Homes Are Inundated. 


East Peoria estimates its loss upwards 
of $500,000, many homes there being 
inundated when the Farm creek levee 


broke after four hours of rain, during 
which more than ten inches of rain 
fell. 

Thirty frame business buildings, in- 
cluding the city hall, were brushed 
from their foundations, and about 350 
men, women and children had a close 
escape from death when their homes 
were covered by the waters up to the 
second floors. 

Many others had miraculous escapes 
from being carried into the river. Mrs. 
Louis Ficht and her son, George, were 
thrown from a boat and, after a strug- 
gle, caught onto a tree from which they 
were rescued by a tractor. 

Scores of automobiles were carried 


about by the waters, many of them} 


into the river. Sidewalks and pave- 
ment on the main streets were ruined. 


One Dead in Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 19 (By A. 
P.).—Casting its accounts*of the havoc 
wrought by Wednesday night’s torna- 
do, Indianapolis tonight had deter- 
mined that one life was lost, upward of 
100: persons received injuries,. and 
property variously estimated from 
$2,000,000 to $3,000,000, was destroyed. 
In addition, hundreds of families were 
homeless, forced to seek temporary 
shelter with neighbors. 

The only fatality occurreu during the 
afternoon when Earl Wolverton, 17, died 
of internal injuries received when he 
was crushed in the collapse of a furni- 
ture store. 

The city council met tonight to deter- 

mine the necessity for municipal aid. 
Relief agencies completed their organi- 
vations for rehabilitating families left 
destitute. 
. Two hundred regular afmy soldiers 
from Fort Benjamin Harrison tonight 
aided police in patrolling the sixteen 
blocks long and five blocks wide dis- 
trict in which the storm concentrated 
its fury. 

Hundreds of wagon loads of debris— 
splintered timbers, crushed roofs, 
tangled wires, twisted metal and sev- 
ered telephone wires had been hauled 
from the region without materially 
changing its appearance of gaunt de- 
struction. 


People Had Warning. 


Hysteria and- excitement over the 
catastrope gave way to cheerless de- 
pression. Elderly women and despond- 
ent men who had picked through the 
ruins during the day permitted them- 
selves to be taken to neighbors’ homes 
or institutions at which they were cared 
for temporarily. 

Two paradoxical results, the com- 
pleteness of the destruction and the 
low toll of life, stood out.- The con- 
sensus was that the hour’s warning 
given by copper-coiored clouds stream- 
ing across the sky and the gradual in- 
crease of the wind were responsible for 
the incommensurately small number of 
injured. Coming as it did on the heels 
‘of a terrific windstorm, the momentary 
tornado found an alert populace. Many 
were in cellars. Others were out of 
doors, in clearings.

IDENTIFIES LOVE .NOTE 


Los Angeles, May 19 (By A. P.).— 
Paul Kelly, film. actor, completed his 
testimony in his murder trial here to- 
day with a brief appearance on the 
witness stand, during which he ad- 
mitted that Ray Raymond, the musical 
comedy actor whom he is charged with 
having beaten fatally, had ordered him 
out of his home last winter. The de- 
fense rested following Kelly’s exami- 
nation. 


Kelly, whose love affair with Dorothy 
Mackaye, actress wife of Raymond, 
precipitated a fist fight with Raymond, 
said it was only about six weeks after 
he met the actress that her husband 
ordered him from the Raymond home. 

The witness said he had returned to 
Raymond’s home several hours after he 
had been ordered to leave to have a 
talk with the husband. He added that 
he had requested Raymond not to talk 
about the affair, as he (Kelly) had just 
come to Hollywood and was trying to 
get ahead. Kelly said Raymond answer- 
ed that he was sorry he had spoken.

Kelly identified ‘telegrams and a love 
letter addressed by him to Miss 
Mackaye, which had been put in evi- 
dence by the State as showing his 
passionate love for her. The State com- 
pleted its cross-examination of Kelly in

First Victim Before De- 
stroying Home. 


State of Michigan today took steps for 
the relief of this stricken village, into 
whose homes.a demented farmer yester- 
day sent death and desolation by dyna- 
miting its school and blowing to death 
more than two score persons. Of the 
44 dead tonight, 37 were small children, 
pupils in the lower grades of the 
school. p 
Andrew Kehoe, 45-year-old treasurer 
of the school district —his mind de- 
ranged by financial reverses—alone con- 
ceived and executed the dynamiting, in 
the opinion of investigating officers. 
They abandoned an earlier theory that 
he had outside help in planting dyna- 
mite in the building and wiring it 
to set off the blast. 
The little village of 300 persons in 
the heart of Michigan’s agricultural 
district, is virtually bankrupt as a re- 
sult of yesterday’s catastrophe. It was 
this situation that prompted Gov. Fred 
W. Green today to issue a proclamation 
calling for State-wide aid in providing 
financial relief to Bath’s stricken citi- 
zens and make possible the rebuilding 
of its school. The village itself is un- 
able to rebuild the school. Gov. Green 
annunced funds would be taken from 
the State coffers if voluntary aid of 
Michigan’s citizenry proved insufficient. 
He followed his proclamation with an- 
nouncement that he personally would 
defray funeral expenses for those of 
the victims whose families were unable 
to do so. The governor was on the 
scene yesterd and saw the tragedy 
in all its horror. 


Was to Be Joyful Day. 


Bath tonight remembered that to- 
day was to have been the date of the 
annual school picnic. Nightfall saw 
not happy children returning from a 
da. of play but nearly a score .1 homes 
observing the hush of ieath with fu- 
neral wreaths on the door..

Less than two hours later explosions 
rocked the school building. 

The fate of Kehoe’s wife recently re- 
turned from’a Lansing hospital, w&s 
cleared up during the day. 


Woman’s Body Found. 


Roye Cole, Saginaw county deputy 
sheriff, searching through the ruins of 
the Kehoe farmhome and outbutild- 
ings, found portions of the woman’s 
body. The skull was crushed. State 
troopers advanced thé theory that Ke- 
hoe, before throwing into operation 
mechanism which blew up his property, 
killed his wife and transported the 
body to the outbuilding on a light cart. 
The. cart, with Mrs. Kehoe’s personal 
belongings and some articles of jew- 
elry stood nearby. The recent illness 
of Mrs. Kehoe, worries of financial re- 
verses, brooding over what he consid- 
ered excessive school taxes and two se- 
rious accidents within the last eight 
years were advanced today as contrib- 
uting causes of Kehoe’s mental aberra- 
tion. Foreclosure of a mortgage on th 
farm is believed to have snapped his 
reason. 

A belief that Kehoe’s accounts as 
treasurer of the district might have 
been in bad order was found untrue 
when a Lansing insurance agent. who 
served as his bondsman received a 
package containing his records. All 
were in good shape. 

The townspeople tonight had abgn- 
doned plans for a group funeral for 
the victims of the blast. The decision 
was made in the belief that the scant 
comfort of individual funeral ceremo- 
nies would serve in a measure to ease 
the sorow of rthe parents and relatives. 
Each family will bear its own dead to 
the grave. :

INDIFFERENCE IS BLAMED

Kansas City, Mo., May 19.—A law- 
mad era is upon the American people 
today, Gov. Ritchie of Maryland said 
here tonight in a speech before a well- 
attended dinner of the Knife and Fork 
club. The right of the people to rule, 
he asserted, seemed to be giving way 
before the onslaught of organized 


minorities, the centralization of power 
in.the Federal government, and politi- 
cal apathy and indifference. 

Before the dinner, Gov. Ritchie de- 
clared he was not in Kansas City on 4 
political mission. 

“I am not talking candidates,” he 
explained, smilingly, “however, I am 
pleased to hear complimentary men- 
tion.” 

Gov. Ritchie, in the course of his 
address, said in part: 

“Today the right of the people to 
rule seems to be giving way before the 
power of organized minorities to rule. 

“A break has come in our traditional 
right to free speech and a free press. 
Peaceabie assemblies are no longer im- 
mune from dispersement. If your home 
is reasonably safe from unlawful search 
your automobile is not. Contempt pro- 
ceedings and padiock injunctions take 
the place of jury trials. You can he 
placed in double jeopardy for the same 
Offense if only the nation prosecutes 
you the first time and the State the 
second. 

“Certainly, in part at least, those 
things are due to the downright in- 
difference of the people to their funda- 
mental rights in the face of group. de- 
terminations that their rights shall be 
overridden if it makes for the advante- 
ment of this special interest or of that. 

“The future of the democracy our 
fathers discovered rests, ‘; :eems to me, 
not on standardized regulations, pre- 
scribed by the Union, but on strong 
self-governing States directed by strong 
self-governing people. 

“In our diversified country this is of 
the very essence of things and the one 
key to social stability. Just as soon as 
people are no longer interested in the 
powers they have granted, and the 
powers they havé retained, and are will- 
ing to pass unlimited powers of govern- 
ment to others, just that soon is free- 
dom and free government in danger.”

Louis Southwestern minority stockhold- 
ers who have opposed the consolida- 
tion were declared to be endangered 
by the arrangement. 

A minority of the-commission, com- 
prising three members, supported the 


consolidation program of Loree, who 
is president of the Delaware é Hudson, 
but the majority found against it on 
ever int. 

The Pcomfiilision previously had set 
aside most of the other projects for 
far-reaching railroad mergers, includ- 
ing the proposal last year to consoli- 
date a group of railroads into 4 Nickel 
Plate system and the proposal of the 
Norfolk & Western this year to take 
over the Virginian. 


Public Divided on Merits 


Public opinion in the Southwestern 
territory served by the three railroads 
affected by yesterday's decision has 
been divided as to the merits of the 
consolidation, the commission majority 
said, and Texas cities located on the 
Hines have objected, as well as the State 
railroad commission of that State. 

Their view that the merger would be

Russia. Demands Recognition 
of Fact That Communistic 
System Exists. 


DEMAND IS NOT YET MET 


Geneva, Switzerland, May 19 (By A. 
P.).—The leaders in the international 
economic conference are seeking ways 
and means to satisfy the soviet demand 
for recognition, not of the worthiness 
of its regime, but recognition -of the 
fact that the communistic system ex- 
ists in Russia and that the soviet re- 
gime can work with the capitalistic sys- 

em. 


The soviet delegates had served no- 
tice today that they would leave 
Geneva unless their demands were met 
by evening, but tonight they talked 
less brusquely of withdrawing. A 
genuine problem, however, remains, to 
find a formula which will satisfy the 
followers of Lenin. 

One view is that the western leaders 
might agree to the insertion of a clause 
in some resolution that the -Russian 
system does differ froni the economic 
regime existing in the remainder of the 
world, but that this fact does not pre- 
vent peaceful collaboration between 
Russia and the other countries. 

Some of the western European dele- 
gates declared they were determined 
not to let themselves in‘on bolshevic 
propaganda which would give the so- 
viets a chance later to proclaim that 
the international economic conference 
had affixed the’seal of its approval on 
communism. — 

President Theunis, in a statement to 
the press, said he*would assume no 
leadership in a compromise effort. He 
believed the texts of resolutions were 
the domain of plenary commissions of 
the conference. Other delegates de- 
clared that it was impossible to assure 
the Russians in advance that their de- 
mands would be met. 

During the day there were discus- 
sions between’ Henry M. Robinson, of 
the American delegation, and the Rus- 
Sians, who also had a meeting with M. 
Jouhaux and Jan Oudegeest, represent- 
atives of organized European laborites.

Former Governor of Indiana, 
Convicted of Fraud, May Be 
Released in August. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Warran T. McCray, former Indiana 
governor who resigned his office to serve 
a penitentiary sentence, has been recom- 
mended for parole in August, the 
month in which he becomes eligible for 
clemency. 

The recommendation ~wwas made by 
the Federal parole board and sub- 


mitted to Attorney General Sargent, 
who promised immediate consideration. 
Inasmuch as it is seldom that such & 
recommendaton is overruled, McCray 
is expected to gain his freedom during 
the summer. 

‘ The former governor, who was a na- 
tionally known live stock dealer, was 
convicted in 1924 in connection with 
the use of the mails in obtaining loans 
on cattle paper. ‘He was found gulty on 
each of thirteen counts of a Federal 
indictment, and was sentenced to the 
Atlanta penitentiary for five years on 
each count. The sentences were to 
have been cumulative until ten years 
were reached, after which they were 
to have become concurrent. In addition 
a $10,000 fine was imposed. 


Many Clemency Appeals. | 


Numerous appeals have been made to 
President Coolidge and Attorney Gen- 
eral Sargent, asking that clemency be 
extended, accompanied by petitions 
from Indiana with many prominent 
names attached. 

Attorneys for McCray during his trial 
based their defense on lack of intent 
to defraud. McCray admitted signing 
the names of others to notes, but con- 
tended that his signature as indorser 
established his responsibility, and that 
he believed himself able financially to 
meet all of his obligations. 

Since entering the Atlanta penitenti- 
ary he has been editor of the prison 
publication, Good Words, and for a 
time worked on the honor farm. 


Bankers Hit Hard. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 19 (By A. P.). 
Indiana bankers were hardest hit in 
Warren T. McCray’s transactions, numer- 
ous institutions advancing him hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, As presi- 
dent of the Discount and Deposit Bank 
of Kentland his financial strength was 
unquestioned. 

McCray entered the race for Indiana 
governor in 1916, but was defeated for 
the Republication nomination by James 
P. Goodrich, who subsequently was 
elected. He came back four years later 
to win the nomination and then carried 
the State in the fall election. He was 
considered an able governor, being re- 
garded as an economist and yet. a 
progressive.

New York, May 19 (By A. P.).—Pros- 
perity for 1928, not business depression, 
was predicted by leading speakers be- 
fore 200 economists, research men and 
statisticians of industrial concerns to- 
day at the eleventh annual meeting of 
the National Industrial Conference 
board. 

Virgil Jordan, chief economist of the 
board’s research staff, asserted that 
there might be a slight recession in 
business for a short time, but said he 
believed it might possibly end in a 
real boom rather than a genuine de- 
pression. 

“The belief that business moves in 
cycles of depression and prosperity is 
proving.to be a supersitition, although 
it is yet too early to say it is ham- 
strung,” Jordan added. “The real ad- 
justment is likely to take place chiefly 
in security and real estate values.” 

Magnus M. Alexander, president of 
the board, was reelected. He warned 
the economists against too much in- 
stallment buying.

between the two foreign ministers, later 
described as, having consolidated the 
entente as the basis for European peace, 
show that there-has been a regular 
diplomatic bargain made bétween the 
two governments. 

The bargain is this: First, France ac- 
cepts to follow the British lead in the 
sora toward Moscow; second, Great 

ritain accepts to follow the French 
lead in the policy respecting the Rhine- 
land; third, France agrees to accept 
the conciliatory British viewpoint on 
the Italian policy; fourth, France joins 
in the British viewpoint on the Chi- 
nese policy. 

In other words, Great Britain has 
agreed to back the Poincare thesis on 
the Rhineland eva tion in return for 
French support on all the other trou- 
bled British fronts. 

Considerable care was taken today 
to disprove the idea that the bargain 
means the definite scrapping of the 
Locarno pacts. On the contrary, ac- 
cording to the logic of the new entente, 
it is expected to strengthen the Lo- 
carno pacts, although no explanation 
is given as to how. Certain political 
circles here, however, believe that the 
three-day ritual of the French visit 
has left Locarno only a sentimental 
memory. 

The Franco-British bargain was the 
key. to the third postponement in the 
house of commons today of Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks’ statement on the Arcos 
raid, which was delayed until Tuesday.

Newport, R. I., May 19 (By A. P.).— 
The war is over and the enemy has 
The sweeping victory, 
won by the defenders of the 128-mile 
coast line from Chatham, Cape Cod, 
to the mouth of the Connecticut river, 
has proved that this sector of the 
United States is impregnable if suffi- 
cient mobile forces are available, Gen. 


Preston Brown declared today. He is 


commandant of the First corps area, 
and was commander in chief of the de- 
fenders. 


In the greatest war game ever work- 
ed out in this part of the country a 
Black armada of 78 vessels had striven 
unsuccessfully from midnight on Mon- 
day to noon today to land a theoretical 
force of 75,000 men on that part of-the 
coast to capture the rich industrial 
cities of the area. 

At noon -today, when the officials 
declared the Black forces had failed of 
their objective, ten transports carrying 
a third of the Black troops had been 
sunk, 20,000 other troops were bottled 
up in a precarious position along the 


,western shore of Buzzard’s bay and 


seven bombing planes had been shot 
down. 


Invading Force Split. 
At that hour the defending Blues 


had lost a cruiser and two destroyers 
of the small naval force allotted to

The Black forces, which landed early 
today, had failed to advance more than 
10 miles inland and had been checked 
and thrown back toward the shore until 
they had been split on either side uf 
the west branch of the Westport river. 

As soon as the umpires had pro- 
nounced an end of the war, the Black 
and Blue fleets together put about and 
steamed for Newport harbor, where all 
of next week the crews will be feted in 
connection with the annual naval week.

The joint war of the army and ‘navy, 
which for the first day had been 
tirely naval, with a brief engagement 
of air forces over the Blue headquar- 
ters at Fort Rodman, Newport, was 
now broadened to include every type 
of force. 

Blue officers estimated that by 5:30 
a. m. the enemy had landed 23 bat- 
talions, with tanks, armored cars and 
mounted artillery. Gen. Brown ordered 
the Forty-third division, which had 
been held in reserve in the vicinity of 
Middlesboro, Mass., to move at once 
in an effort to check the advance of 
the enemy. At the time this order was 
given the Black troops had penetrated 
10 miles inland. 

Theoretically, the Blue and Black 
land forces met in a terrific combat 
in which losses “must have been 
enormous,” according to Gen. Brown. 
Carried back by the weight of superior 
forces supported by much stronger ar- 
tillery, the advance of the Blacks was 
checked. Then they were forced to- 
ward the sea. Relentlessly driving 
against the invaders, the Blues forced 
the enemy to split on either side of 
the west branch of: the Westport river. 

The Blacks clung tenaciously to the 
narrow strip of territory which they 
had occupied almost without opposi- 
tion in the early-morning hours. En- 
trenehments were hastily thrown up to 
meet the artillery fire which was 
poured upon them. The battle raged 
over an 18-mile front. 

The umpires of the war game backed 
up Gen. Brown’s assertions of the Blue 
army’s success in driving back the in- 
vaders to the extent of sending the fol- 
lowing radio message to the commander 
of the Black fleet: 

“Impossible for you to land reserves 
east of Smiths neck in face of railway 
and other heavy artillery fire and sub- 
marines still active.” 

Smiths neck is in Buzzards bay near 
the eastern extremity of the Black line. 


Blues Win in Texas. 


San Antonio, Tex., May 19 (By A. 
P.).—Hostilities ended this morning in 
the Blue-Red warfare, carried on as a 
part of the joint army air-land ma- 
neuvers here, with the Blue army hold- 
ing the advantage on every front. 

General opinion among observers was 
that the Blue army staff had handled 
its orders and strdtegy for an imagi- 
nary army driving toward the Red cap- 
ital so skillfully that the Red capital 
was menaced. The Blue army, accord- 
ing to the observers, succeeded in turn- 
ing the Red’s right flank and was ready 
to take the Red capital at New Braun- 
fels. 

Conclusion of the battle ended the 
biggest problem of the joint maneuvers, 
but several special problems will be 
worked out during the remainder of 
the week. 

In commenting oh the “war,” high 
army officials said that they were 
pleased with the results and that the 
staff had obtained valuable training in 
handling military situations, while both 
the infantry and air corps had received 
valuable lessons in coordination. More 
than 100 aircraft, including one blimp, 
took part in the maneuvers, flying all 
over south Texas with only one acci- 
dent. 


State Service Commission and 
Local Utility Board Discuss 
’ Different Charges. - 


TAKOMA PARK CITIZENS’ 
COMPLAINTS TAKEN UP 


Possibilities of Regulation 
Through Cooperation in 
Valuation Are Seen. 


Rates paid for gas by citizens of 
Montgomery county, Md., were dis- 
cussed yesterday at a conference be- 
tween the public utilities commission 
and the Maryland public service com- 
mission. First steps were taken to ob- 
tain cooperation between the two com- 
missions looking toward revision of 
suburban gas rates, probably by agree- 
ment after negotiation with the gas 
companies. 

The conference was occasioned by 
the imminent valuation of District gas 


/properties by the public utilities com- 


mission, H. Carl Wolf, engineer of the 
Maryland commission, having been re- 
tained by the District commission to 
participate in the investigation. 

Complaints by residents of Takoma 
Park, Md., were canvassed. These were 
to the effect that the gas that is sold 
to Washington consumers at $1 per 
1,000 cubic feet by the Georgetown Gas 
Light Co., is sold wholesale to the 
Georgetown Gas Light Co. of Mont- 
gomery county, Md., and retailed at 
$1.33 per 1°000 cubic feet. 

The District commission has never 
undertaken to regulate this rate be- 
cause it is delivered outside of the 
commission’s jurisdiction. The Mary- 
land commission has not regulated it 
because the gas originates outside that 
body’s jurisdiction. It is held to be in 
interstate commerce. The Interstate 
Commerce Commission does not regu- 
late it because it never has been au- 
thorized by Congress to do so. 


Gas Regulation Discussed. 


Possibilities of regulation by some 
one were discussed at the conference, 
but the consensus seemed to be that 
if the two commissions would cooper- 
ate in the valuation about to be made 
and thus place themselves in posses- 
sion of data with which to work, they 
might negotiate with the companies 
to obtain through conciliation a 
cheaper rate for Montgomery county 
consumers. 

Col. Harrison Brand, vice chairman 
of the District commission, said: 

“It is evident that more should be 
paid for the gas out there than in the 
District because it has to be piped far- 
ther. But there are some queer situa- 
tions. A gas main will be led to the 
District line, will cross Eastern or West- 
ern avenue, serve houses on the Mary- 
land side at the higher rate and then 
return to the District side of the same 
street and be sold at the lower rate. 
It would seem that the price of gas 
should be the same on both sides of 
the same street served from the same 
main.” . 

In addition to Col. Brand and Mr. 
Wolf, those who participated in the 
cofference were John W. Childress, 
chairman of the District commission; 
Harold E. West, State Senator J. Frank 
Harper and Ezra B. Whitman, members. 
of the Maryland commission, and Ralph 
B. Fleharty, people’s Counsel for the 
District.

tion of the lower valley. Each return- 
ing fleet of trucks, however, told of 
residents who refused to desert their 
homes in spite of the urgent warn- 
ings. 


Hundreds had remained until the 
waters rose about them, driving them 
to the roofs, from which they had to 
be removed by boats. Many refused to 
leave even after the waters had left 
them located on levees or high spots, 
preferring to remain in the vicinity of 
their homes rather than to take up 
quarters at refugee camps. 


200 Remain on Levee. 


Two hundred persons remained on 
the levee at Melville, refusing to leave. 
Arrangements weré made by the Red 
Cross to send them food regularly. 

The Texas & Pacific railroad found 
it necessary to discontinue all train 
service across the flood-torn area today, 
running only local trains from New Or- 
leans. to Red Cross, La., on the edge of 
the lake. On the other side of the 
flooded sections, their trains will op- 
erate from Fort Worth to Bunkie. 

Along the main Mississippi a slight 
decline was noted. The fights at Mc- 
Crae and Bell, Helene were continued 
by hundreds of workers as the embank- 
ments began to crumble.

Chicago, May 19 (By A. P.)—A mere 
man tonight was given the honor of 
opening the third” annual women’s 
world fair and exposition, showing 
more than 125 activities of women 
throughout the world in business, in- 
dustry and the home, The man go hon- 
ored was Vice President Charles G. 
Dawes and when he stepped the 
rostrum man’s part in the opening of 
the exposition ended. 

Except for three other male speakers 
later in the week, man’s only part in 
the exposition, which is directed and 
controlled by the women, will be only 
that of a spectator. The Vice President 
praised the accomplishments of women 
in business and industry, but said that 
their greatest service to mankind al- 
ways will be rendered in the home. 

“It is to be noted with satisfaction 
that sosmany of the exhibits are defi- 
nitely and directly related to the 
home,” Mr. Dawes said. “It is well and 
proper that you should endeavor to 
bring to the attention of those who 
shall come here, the great progress and 
important influence of women in busi- 
hess and industry. 

“The fact remains, however, that 
woman alone can make a home. There 
her greatest influence is exerted, there 
her greatest contributions to society 
are made, and there her greatest suc- 
cess—if success be truly measured in 
terms of service—is achieved. ; 

“I see in this exposition not Snly a 
splendid demonstration of the rapid 
advancement of women in business, 
industry and the professions, but also 
a great contribution to improvement of 
the American home, the foundation of 
our society, the stability of our gov- 
ernment and the insurance of the 
future.”

THE MEDICAL PROFESSION ACTS. 


The medical fraternity of the United States, 
represented by the American Medical associa- 
tion, will ask Congress to amend the Volstead 
act by “providing such regulations as will per- 
mit doctors to prescribe whatever amounts of 


alcoholic liquors may be needed for their re-_ 


spective patients.” The association declares 
ts adherence to the principle that legislative 
bodies composed of laymen should not enact 
Yestrictive laws regulating the administration 
of any therapeutic agent by physicians legally 
qualified to practice medicine. 

The Antisaloon league will combat this 
declaration of medical independence. The 
Jeague will object to the proposed amendment 
of the Volstead act on the ground that un- 
Berupulous doctors would sell whisky prescrip- 
tions. 

When the medical fraternity of the United 
States is forced to protest against a law that 
interferes with the saving of human life, the 
question may well be asked whether the 
United States is not in the Dark Ages instead 
of the twentieth century. 

A doctor has free access to poisons. On the 
Wayne B. Wheeler theory, he should be denied 
this freedom, for fear that he might conspire 
with a murderer to ‘bump off” a rich patient 
and share the estate with the assassin. If 
Wayne B. Wheeler is right, the dispensation 


bf poisons should be controlled, so that doctors — 


may not become accomplices of murderers. 

- @ases have been known where infants have 
been palmed off as their own by scheming 
ladies who were bent upon obtaining large 
fortunes from highly embarrassed millionaires. 
Apparently the law is grossly negligent in not 
shielding doctors from the temptations that 
might be thrown in their way by the afore- 
$aid ladies. If a doctor would break the law 
for the sake of gaining $2 on a whisky pre- 
scription, what wouldn’t he do if tempted by 
a slice of blackmail? Wayne B. Wheeler and 
the Antisaloon league should look to this. 

* Are the doctors of the United States depend- 
able and la¥-abiding? The law seems to 
think so when it admits them to practice after 
they have met educational and moral require- 
iments. . They are generally regarded by the 
public as men of exceptionally high character, 
Scrupulously conscientious and devoted to 
duty. The life of the people is freely placed 
in their hands, But the Antisaloon league 
would disparage the entire medical profession, 
deny its integrity, and overrule its judgment 
in the treatment of the sick. 

The distortion of the law which prohibits 
traffic in alcoholic beverages into a means of 
preventihg the use of alcoholic medicines is 
an astounding misuse of legislative power. 
The medical profession is in duty bound to 
“attack this law and force its rectification. The 
people will stand behind the medical profes- 
sion in this fight. There should be no cessa- 
tion of the agitation for the amendment of 
the Volstead act until the crazy provision 
against liquor as medicine has been repealed. 


AWAKENING A SLEEPING CLAIM. 


The Creek Nation of Indians, or the attor- 
heys representing that nation, are of the opin-

. 000,000, growing out of a real estate trans- 
action in 1814. The basis of the claim, ac- 
cording to the brief filed in their behalf in the 
Court of Claims, is a treaty negotiated on 
August 9, 1814, between the Creeks and Gen.

THE SUMMER WHITE.HOUSE, 


Within the next few days President Coolidge 


will announce the selection of the place in 
which he will pass his summer vacation. That 
he will go West is known, but he had not 
until recently fixed upon the place. There has 
been, naturally, much written of a political 
nature with respect to his journey. : 

The President of the United States can not, 
as the common citizen may, make his summer 
plans without weighing many considerations 
‘that should not, in justice, have to be weighed 
at all. Efforts to influence the decision are 
made by hundreds of persons, some politicians 
and others not, but all of whom have some 
persona] and selfish interest to serve. 

Many a President has been told that his 
own political fortunes hinge upon a wise choice 
of a summer residence, wher in reality the 
benefits pictured are those that will accrue to 
the speaker. On more than one occasion an 
attempt has been made to prevent the chief 
éxecutive from going to a certain spot because 
the political representative of a neighboring 
locality considered that the presence of the 
summer White House so close to his own dis- 
trict would be injurious to his own prestige. 

Actually there are-only a few questions to 
be considered, and those of such a nature that 
only the President can decide them, His 
health, comfort and accessibility to the affairs 
of the government are essential. No doubt 
the place selected will be much superior to 
last year’s quarters, and it may be taken for 
granted that, in ‘whatever State the Presi- 
dent’s summer home may be, the selection will 
be politically healthful as well as soothing to 
long-tested nerves. That it will be “accessible” 
goes without saying—the politicians and job- 
chasers will attend to that.

THE TREE AND PARKING PROBLEM. 


Almost simultaneously. with the adoption 
by the Kalorama Citizens association of a 
resolution calling for a study of the traffic 
problem to determine if it can be solved with- 
out destroying shade trees, word’ was made 
public from other sources that the commis- 
sioners have taken under advisement a sug- 
gestion that all parking on north and south 
downtown streets be prohibited during rush 
hours to lessen congestion and as an alter- 
native to street widening. This should serve 
as an answer to the citizens’ demands for a 
study of the situation. No matter how thor- 
ough a survey is made, it is bound to come to 
one of two things—on streets that are seri- 
ously congested, trees must be cut down and 
streets widened, or parking must be prohibited. 

Past experience has proved that “no park- 
ing” regulations are at best only partially ef- 
fective. For one thing they are obnoxious to 
residents in streets in which the ban is en- 
forced, who invariably feel, with some justi- 
fication, that they are entitled to keep their 
private cars at the curb in front of their homes. 
In addition, business concerns have found 
from experience that parking bans keep away 
customers and their protest against such regu- 
lations will be added to those of the house- 
holders. Furthermore, no matter how strict 
the regulation, it is impossible to prohibit the 
operator of an automobile from drawing to a 
stop at the curb to take on or discharge pas- 
sengers, and the halting of even one machine 
for sO much as a minute in a highly congested 
street ties up and renders useless an entire 
traffic lane. 

Solution of the problem of street congestion 
does not hinge; upon the enforcement of no 
parking regulations, but upon the creation of 
highways sufficiently wide to handle the flow 
of traffic. If trees must be sacrificed in the 
process, it will be regretted by all. Neverthe- 
less, trees may be replanted, and Washington’s 
pride in tree-bordered streets will be sufficient 
to prevent entire denudation. 


_INTERNATIONAL STUDENTS, 


Twenty-three more honor graduates of Brit- 
ish universities are to come to the United 
States next fall for two years’ study. This 
visit of students of Great Britain’s foremost 
colleges is made possible through the estab- 
lishment of the Commonwealth fund, which 
was created in 1918 by Mrs. Stephen V. 
Harkness, of New York city, as a_philan- 
thropic foundation for the welfare of man- 
kind. 

Two years ago the board of directors adopt- 
ed a plan .for the British fellowships ‘in the 
belief that additional facilities for British 
university graduates to study and travel in 
this country would foster the development of 
international understanding and good will.” 
This is the third group of awards, enabling a 
total of 63 scholars to travel and study in the 
United States... The first group, composed of 
twenty who were sent here two years ago, will 
complete their course next month, and will 
return ‘to their homes with a better knowledge 
of American affairs and American educational 
ideals than could possibly have been acquired 
through any other means. i

$5,000 each on the average, is that holders 
are required to travel extensively while th this 
country.

FEDERAL TRADE COMMISSION. ‘ 


Commissioner C. W. Hunt, of the Federal 
Trade-Commission, recently made an address 
before the American Wholesale Grocers asso- 
ciation, at Louisville, Ky., in which he under- 
took to give the association and the public a 
new view of the commission and some side- 
lights on its purposes and activities, 


The commission has been attacked frequently 
because it started out as a self-imposed prose- 
cutor of all business suspected or complained 
of as unfair. Now a new rule has been estab- 
lished whereby the matter of complaint is first 
brought to the attention of the persons or firms 
complained of, and an opportunity given to ad- 
just matters without publication, The com- 
plaints are heard without giving law-abiding 
citizens annoyance resulting in injury to their 
business. 

No business has a right to enter into a con- 
spiracy, says Commissioner Hunt, resulting in 
a combination restraining trade or competi- 
tion, to the injury of the public; but it is the 
aim of the commission to avoid injurious pub- 
ljcity upon a mere complaint. Since its estab- 
lishment, the commission has received 11,790 
applications, dismissed 7,063, docketed 4,413 
and placed 1,388 for trial. 

Commissioner Hunt says that the commis- 
sion should be given more power within the 
new rules designed to bring about fair compe- 
tition and a higher code of business ethics. It 
must be assumed that the great majority of 
business men and firms and corporations pur- 
sue honest and fair methods of business. ~A 
mere complaint is not good ground for public 
and drastic action’ by a commission clothed with 
authority to bring about far more harm than 
good. The commissioner’s address will, it is 
hoped, result in a better understanding of the 
constructive work of this Federal establish- 
ment, having large opportunities for the ad- 
vancement of the public welfare. —

The convention is modeled after similar agree- 


ments reached by European countries since 


the war. It flatly prohibits carriage of war 
materials by commercial planes. No restric- 
tions are placed .against national registration 
of planes, other than those required by the 
laws of the registering state, and precautions 
have been taken to assure strict compliance 
with customs, sanitary and other regulations 
of the contracting states. Each is permitted 
to enact legislation to encourage domestic de- 
velopment of commercial flying, providing only 
that such legislation does not discriminate: 
against contracting states in their develop- 
ment of international air commerce. 

The stage seems to be set for the birth of 
a comprehensive international system of air 
highways linking together. the two Americas. 
A large volume of trade already exists. Great 
distances are to be spanned. The pilgrimage 
of the good-will fliers is sti]l fresh in the na- 
tional consciousnesses of all South American 
states. It is reasonable to presume that the 
highway blazed by the good-will aviators will 
be followed by others, whose journeys, while 
less. spectacular, will be the forerunner of 
a system of modern common carriers. Just as 
the transcontinental railroads welded together 
the United States and made of it a nation, the 
international air lines will weld together the 
Americas, cementing .even more firmly their 
friendship for one another.. May the day be 


hastened!

NEED ACTION AGAINST CARBON 
MONOXIDE. * 

ARBON monoxide ranks first in the 

list of industrial poisons, accord- 

ing to Winslow. It has passed 

lead. Phosphorus has almost dropped 

off the list, partly by reason of the 

agitation followed by legislation some 

years ago. Mercury is also low on the 

list. We do not have so much of anlin 

poisoning, and poisoning by related 
solvents since the war days. 

Carbon monoxide poisoning is mount- 
ing in this period when other forms of 
poisoning have shown a tendency to 
fall. One reason for the tardiness in 
controlling, so-called, industrial poison- 
ing is because everybody believes him- 
self free from danger. It is the other 
fellow who should concern himself. The 
let-George-do-it-policy which . results 
never gets anybody anywhere. 


Carbon monoxide endangers practi- 
cally everybody. Thanks to the auto- 
mobile, the air on crowded streets is 
approaching the impossible stage. The 
New York Academy of Medicine says 
that the air on their worst streets will 
be unfit for human consumption by 
1930. There are places on the streets 


of all large cities where the air is un- 
safe now. 


Housewives. working in their kitchens 
are in some danger. So are all peopie 
who live in rooms which are heated or 
lighted by fires or flames within the 
room. 

The dramatic effects of acute car.turn 
monoxide poisoning are well kre" 
Not so the effects of chronic poisoning. 
The New York Industrial Hygiene pu.- 
letin gives the following as these: Dila- 
tion of the blood vessels of the brain. 
congestion and oedema of the brain

Among physiologists there are two 
schools on this question of carbon mo- 
noxide poisonings.

The other group says that 
in addition to crowding oxygen out of 
the blood, carbon monoxide is directly 
poisonous to some of the tissues. All 
of that merely runs to the how and 
why. 

The more important point is that 
there are a long list of very uncom- 
fortable and disabling symptoms and 
a short list of organic diseases which 
can be traced to the long continued 
inhalation of small quantities of car- 
bon monoxide. 

It is known about what saturation 
of the air with this gas is necessary 
to cause these symptoms. It is also 
known just what saturation is neces- 
sary to cause unconsciousness due to 
acute poisoning. 

We know a good deal about the in- 
dustries, the household instruments, 
and the internal combustion engines 
which flood the air with this gas. What 
we need is action.

The usual cause is “sloppy dealing,” 
aided and abetted by carelessness on 
the part of players who pick up their 
cards without noticing whether their 


allotment overlaps the next player's, 
and who fail to count their cards. 

It is disconcerting to a Declarer who 
has rolled up a big score, or to ad- 
versaries who have defeated a contract 
severely, to have a deal thrown out— 
perhaps at. the thirteenth trick—merely 
because one player has carelessly pick- 
ed up a card belonging to another. 
But when that happens, the aggrieved 
player generally has himself or hig 
partner to blame; no one has a good 
excuse for starting to play with twelve 
or fourteen cards; and there is no 
redress because Law 15 (d) clearly 
states that there must be a new deal, 
“If, during the hand, one player hold 
more than the proper number of cards 
and another less.” 

There are three reasons why you 
should count your cards and make sure 
that you start with the right number: 
1In the first place, you must know the 

distribution of your hand in order to 
bid it correctly; in the second, you do 
not wish to play the hand merely to 
have the deal thrown out; and in the 
third, if you are short, you may be 
held responsible for any revokes just as 
if the missing card had been continu-

Answer: The cause of these brown 
spots, which not infrequently appear 
in later life, is somewhat obscure. They 
might be due to an overloaded liver, 
and certainly they arise from some in- 
ternal condition. A diet of fresh and 
cooked vegetables and fruits, together 
with whole cereals and active exercis- 
ing, will do a great deal in relieving 
the annoyance and preventing more 
spots. Meat and eggs, tea and coffee 
and pastry should be avoided as far 
as possible.

1 oz. sodium borate. 

13 oz. rose water. 

13 oz. orange-flower water. 

2 oz. cologne water, 

1 oz. tincture of benzoin. 

Dissolve the first two in a mixture of 
the second two, filter, then add the last 
two ingredients. Apply frequently 
after bathing the skin.

* A steady, driving rain, setting in early 
in the day, forced the promoter to ote G 
pone until tomorrow night the all 
Boston heavyweight elimination “semi- 
final” between Jimmy Maloney and Jack 
Sharkey at the Yankee stadium. Out- 
come of the 15-round fray will deter- 
mine an opponent for Jack Dempsey 
in the former heavyweight champion’s 
scheduled comeback here in August. 
Only once before in Rickard’s long 
career as a promoter has the weather 
man failed to join hands with him in 
the production of outdoor shows. In 
the spring of 1925 a downpour tempo- 
rarily washed out Paul Berlenbach’s as- 
Sault on the light heavyweight title 
then held by Mike McTigue. Gene Tun- 
ney’s quest of heavyweight honors nar- 
rowly escaped the same hazard at Phil- 
adelphia last September, although rain 
on that occasion held off until the 
marine and Jack Dempsey had entered 
the ring 


Postponement of the match, gen- 
erally disagreeable to the fighters 
themselves, held out for Rickard 
the prospect of an even larger gate 
than he had expected. With an- 
other day added for advance seat 
sale, already gt the $175,000 mark, 
Rickard anticipated that the total 
receipts would exceed his original 
estimate of $300,000. Of that 
amount the fighters will share ap- 
‘proximately $150,000. 


The delay struck hardest of all at 
the physical conditions of Maloney and 
Sharkey, pnimed to peak trim for the 
crucial battle of their careers. Sharkey 
was caught in the midst of a “drying- 
out” session, designed to pull his weight 
down from 192 to 188 pounds and in- 
crease his speed, while leaving him on 
fighting edge. 

Maloney was expected to add a notch 
or two to the 204 pounds he intended 
to carry into the ring tonight. 

No change was looked for in the gen- 
eral superb condition of the athletes, 
however, and the odds today still stood 
at even money, with Maloney slightly 
favored if the bout is decided by a 
knockout.

NEW TACTICS 
PLANNED BY 
TILDEN 


U. S. Star to Combat 
French With a Net 
Game, Report. 


HILADELPHIA, May 19 (By A. P.). 
The Philadelphia Evening Bulletin 
today said that William T. Til- 

den’s plans for a comeback in the ten- 
nis world this year include the adop- 
tion of: a new series of tactics, par- 
ticularly for use against the French 
stars, Lacoste, Cochet and Borotra. 

“The new tactics,” the Bulletin said, 
“will mark the first radical change in 
the play of the former champion in 
seven years. When Tilden last altered 
his game, it was just before his first 
excurison abroad which resulted in 
winning the all-English title at Wim- 
bledon in‘1920 and started him on the 
road to his six- -year reign as tennis 
king. 

“Just as Tilden worked out his 
back-hand for his all-court game in 
1920, he began last fall to work out 
a system to beat the French.” 


Explaining that iat the French play- 
ers use a defensive block stroke 
that lacks speed, Tilden is quoted 
as saying: “Why not attack this 
game from the net? Their slow 
blocked defense, so successful 
against a back-court game, ought 
to fail before a fast net game.” 


Tilden began in California to work 
out a new net game and continued it 
in the South during the past winter. 

Two days before sailing for Europe, 
Tilden went to Forest Hills for the 
first’ time since his defeat last Sep- 
tember, where he played Frank Hun- 
ter and tried out his changed game 
with much success. 

“To meet the strain of the net at- 
tack,” says the article, “Tilden has 
been training hard. He has stopped 
smoking, he is taking regular exercise 
to develop his ‘wind’ and put on the 
weight needed for a long, hard match.”

A thorough investigation of the ad- 
visability - of continuing the street 
widening. program advocated for the 
District will be undertaken by a special 
committee appointed by. the street and 
avenues committee of the Board of 
Trade in session yesterday. 


The committee will also investigate 
the extension of New York avenue, 
Fourteenth street, Quackenbos and Rit- 
tenhouse streets to the District line. 
and the widening and resurfacing of 
Rock Creek Ford road, Michigan ave- 
nue, Military road and Tilden street. 

In speaking of the street widening 
program, Edwin M. Bayly declared that 
“trees can not stand in the way of 
progress,” and that future needs of the 
city must be visioned. ‘* J. Driscoll, 
of the Midcity Citizens association, de- 
clared that “cutting: down trees and 
widening streets will not cure the traf- 
fic problem. We will never get rid of 
the traffic. problem until we get rid 
of all-day and indiscriminate parking 
of automobiles.” 

He declared that in every instance 
where streets are to be widened that 
the wishes of the property owners on 
the streets should be consulted. ‘Mem- 


the problem are Vernon B. Lowrey, 
chairman; R. F. Beresford and A. J. 
Driscoll. 

Assistant Traffic Director M. O. 
Eldridge stated that with the excep- 
tion of the Bladensburg road, all out- 
lying roads in the District were bad. 
He asserted that a driver “could shut 
his eyes and tell when he hit the Dis- 
trict line” because of the holes and 
bumps in the road. He said that every 
hole in the road constituted a menace 
to the public. The committee will take 
up with Capt. H. C. Whitehurst the 
effect of heavy loads on the streets, 
the quality of the construction of the 
streets, and the effect of back fills 
where the streets have been excavated.

Island in Chaos of Uncer- 
tainty, Porto Rican Leégis- 
lators Declare. 


A delegation of members of the Porto 
Rican legislature yesterday urged Presi- 
dent Coolidge to give some public as- 
surance that Gov. Towner is to be re- 
tained as the administrator of the 


island, 

A ptition signed by Antonio R. Bar- 
celo, president of the Porto Rican sen- 
ate; Jose Tous Soto, speaker of the 
house, and members of the two bod- 
ies, paid glowing tributes to the gov- 
ernor’s administration. Recent reports 
that he was to retire because of poor 
health have caused a disquieting feel- 
ing, the petition said. 

The island is now in the “very chaos 
of uncertainty and hesitancy,” the pe- 
tition said. “Invisible forces seem to 
be pressing for a chahge in our gov- 
ernorship,” and if they succeed there 
will be “unhappiness where content- 
ment prevailed.” There will be “dis- 
may where enthusiasm existed,” the 
petition said, “stagnation where the 
foaming waves of progress kept the 
waters pure and clean.”
